Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance of claims 1 and 6 are based on the decision from the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences. According to the decision, the prior art does not 
show the angle of the shaft having functional significance.
